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Free  and  Part  Pay  Patients 

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds 
in  the  open  wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for 
any  sum  which  they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means 
as  free  patients,  provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  gov- 
erning the  admission  of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of 
admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to 
admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be 
received  at  any  hour. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES. 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose 
presence  in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
other  patients." 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions 
of  the  physicans  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged." 


REPORT  OF  MANAGER. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital: 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1918.  This  period  has  been,  without 
doubt,  the  most  difficult  and  trying  in  the  fifty  six 
years  history  of  the  Hospital.  "With  extreme  high 
prices  for  labor  and  all  commodities  and  especially 
for  drugs  and  medical  supplies,  we  have  carried  an 
unprecedented  burden,  which  was  relieved  in  a  small 
degree  only,  by  advanced  charges  to  patients.  No  in- 
crease was  possible  in  the  return  from  investments 
and  the  contributions  from  friends  of  the  Institution 
did  not  even  meet  the  deficit  carried  over  from  1917. 
The  inevitable  result  was  a  loss  of  $34,190.70  in  opera- 
tion. 

The  absence  in  war  work  of  many  of  our  attending 
Staff  and  medical  officers  and  important  members  of 
our  nursing  staff  added  very  greatly  to  our  per- 
plexities. 

The  influenza  epidemic  during  the  last  four  months 
of  the  year,  with  the  shortage  of  nurses  brought  about 
a  most  tense  situation,  not  only  in  the  Hospital  but 
in  our  efforts  to  supply  nurses  for  patients  in  their 
homes.  We  were,  however,  fortunate  in  that  with 
eighty  or  ninety  nurses  ill  from  the  disease,  we  lost 
but  one.  Among  the  employes  we  lost  only  one  of  a 
large  number  who  were  ill.  The  quarantine  incident 
to  the  epidemic  entailed  a  very  considerable  financial 
loss. 

The  statistical  figures  presented  elsewhere  show  a 
decrease  of  seven  per  cent  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated  and  of  eight  per  cent  in  the  number  of  patients 
days.  The  usual  ratio  of  free  to  pay  patients,  about 
thirty  six  per  cent,  has  been  maintained  and  no  proper 
cases  for  admission  have  been  refused,  save  for  the 
lack  of  space.  The  charitable  work  comprehends 
more  than  so  many  free  patients.    While  the  maximum 
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ward  rate  is  $2.15  per  day,  the  cost  of  maintaining 
ward  patients  per  day  is  $3.21 ;  a  net  loss  of  $1.06  per 
day  on  every  full  day  patient.  The  average  amount 
paid  by  all  ward  patients  (including  free  and  part 
pay  patients)  was  $1.03;  and  average  loss  per  day 
of  $2.18  on  every  patient  treated  in  the  wards. 

We  have  felt  that  there  was  no  real  need  for  the 
Hospital  to  carry  on  a  general  dispensary  but  we  have 
maintained  a  service  for  the  care  of  emergency  cases 
which  might  require  care,  and  in  addition  to  this  we 
have  conducted  an  out  patient  department  for  the 
treatment  of  orthopaedic  cases  which  has  grown  to 
rather  large  proportions.  Originally  it  was  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  from  the  wards  who  had 
so  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  return  home  but  still 
required  watching  and  intermittent  treatment,  espe- 
cially in  the  matter  of  plaster  casts  and  braces.  The 
clinic  later  developed  a  line  of  work  among  those  who 
require  treatment  but  are  not  necessarily  indoor  pa- 
tients. Among  these  cases  are  many  school  children. 
The  number  treated  in  this  department  for  1918  was 
eight  hundred  and  forty  four.  The  absence  of  all  the 
regular  members  of  the  Orthopaedic  Department  of 
the  Medical  Board  during  a  portion  of  the  year  re- 
duced the  volume  of  work  considerably. 

The  clinics  for  children  suffering  from  ailments  of 
the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  have  been  continued, 
although  with  our  depleted  staff  it  has  been  at  times 
difficult  to  keep  pace  with  the  demands  of  this  class 
of  patients. 

The  policy  of  the  Institution  for  some  time  to  come 
must  be  conservative  to  the  last  degree  both  as  to  ex- 
pansion in  work  and  as  to  expenditures  of  every  kind 
and  while  this  would  not  make  for  the  ultimate  good 
if  continued  indefinitely,  for  the  present  it  is  impera- 
tive. 

Moreover,  it  is  quite  possible,  that  with  a  still  fur- 
ther advance  in  labor  and  food  stuffs  impending,  that 
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unless  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  come  to  the  rescue, 
or  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in  economic  con- 
ditions that  we  may  be  compelled  by  financial  consid- 
erations to  curtail  our  free  and  low  pay  work.  The 
Hospital,  conducted  along  the  lines  of  the  past,  when 
the  free  and  low  pay  work  were  permitted  to  absorb 
the  entire  income  available  for  current  expenses,  has 
but  little  recuperative  power  and  even  the  present  de- 
ficit is  likely  to  become  an  intolerable  burden.  In  my 
opinion  it  is  wise  to  inform  the  friends  of  the  Hospital 
and  the  pubic  in  general  that  retrenchment  will  prob- 
ably be  necessary  which  means  that  some  other  agency 
for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  injured  poor  must  assume 
a  part  of  the  burden. 

During  the  year  in  addition  to  its  usual  activities 
St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  participated  in  war-work  of 
several  kinds.  Notably  the  training  of  nurses — Clinics 
in  various  departments  for  surgeons — the  examination 
of  doubtful  cases  among  drafted  men  by  the  Advisory 
Board  and  the  treatment  and  care  of  a  large  number 
of  soldiers  and  sailors  brought  to  us  by  the  medical 
officers  of  the  army  and  referred  to  us  by  other 
agencies  engaged  in  caring  for  soldiers,  sailors  and 
their  dependents.  No  compensation  was  received  for 
any  of  this  work. 

The  different  departments  of  the  Hospital  have  been 
conducted  as  in  the  past  but  conditions  have  not  al- 
lowed any  considerable  progress  or  expansion.  In  past 
reports,  I  have  referred  to  the  urgent  need  of  a  new 
building  for  wards  and  low  priced  private  rooms  and 
I  desire  to  lay  the  greatest  possible  emphasis  on  this 
phase  of  the  Hospital  development.  There  can  be  ab- 
solutely no  progress  while  we  are  bound  by  the  limita- 
tions of  the  old  buildings. 

I  anticipate  the  return  of  at  least  a  portion  of  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  from  war  duty  in  the 
near  future  and  welcome  the  prospect  of  a  resumption 
of  the  old  orderly  routine  of  the  Institution. 
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The  year  has  been  notable  for  the  keen  interest 
which  has  been  taken  by  the  Woman's  Board  and  its 
Committees  in  the  difficult  problems  which  have  pre- 
sented themselves  and  I  beg  to  express  our  apprecia- 
tion of  the  generosity  with  which  they  have  given,  not 
only  money  but  time  and  personal  service. 

With  deep  regret  I  chronicle  the  loss  of  a  respected 
member  of  our  Medical  Board,  Dr.  Paul  Guilford,  who 
died  November,  1918.  I  may  say  that  Dr.  G-uilford 
grew  up  with  the  Hospital  and  was  in  its  service  dur- 
ing nearly  the  whole  of  his  professional  life. 
/  Miss  Elanor  Ryerson,  a  life  long  friend  bequeathed 
to  the  Hospital  the  sum  of  $11,703  as  an  endowment 
for  the  perpetual  support  of  free  beds. 

To  the  Officers,  Internes,  Nurses  and  employes  of 
the  Hospital  we  owe  more  than  the  usual  measure  of 
sincere  thanks.

It  was  with  keen  regret  that  the  children  of  the 
Florence    Ward    parted    with    their    Instructor    and 
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Friend,  Mrs.  Bursch,  who  has  for  so  many  years  en- 
deared herself  to  the  hearts  of  the  little  ones.  The 
work  is  being  ably  carried  on  by  Miss  McNab  of  the 
Chicago  Kindergarten  College. 

During  the  past  year,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Bryson,  President  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  an  or- 
chestra was  provided,  that  the  Nurses  might  enjoy 
monthly  Social  Dances.  This  has  been  of  inestimable 
value,  giving  diversion  and  recreation,  particularly 
after  the  arduous  and  depressing  period  of  the  Epi- 
demic. 

The  popularity  of  the  gymnasium  class  (kindness  of 
Mrs.  Pirie)  has  greatly  advanced  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Armstrong,  graduate  of  the  Hinman  School, 
who  devotes  the  weekly  period  to  military  exercises 
and  social  dancing. 

Of  greatest  value  is  the  Training  School  Committee 
of  the  Women's  Board,  who  have  been  active  through- 
out the  year  providing  for  the  various  needs  of  the 
Nurses,  viz.,  Commencement  Exercises,  etc. 

Four  of  the  students  of  the  Training  School  are, 
through  the  scholarships  given  by  the  American  Red 
Cross,  attending  the  Public  Health  Course  at  the 
School  of  Civics  and  Philanthropy. 

The  year  nineteen-eighteen  will  stand  out  in  the 
History  of  Nursing  as  a  record  of  struggle,  particu- 
larly through  the  terrible  period  when  the  Influenza 
was  at  its  height,  with  almost  our  entire  enrollment  of 
Graduate  Nurses  in  Service.  We  count  our  blessings, 
having  lost  but  one  student  nurse. — We  mourn  her. 

Ere  closing  this  report,  I  feel  that  tribute  should  be 
paid  to  the  ten  St.  Luke 's  Graduate  Nurses  who  gave 
their  lives  for  their  country  through  the  Epidemic. 
May  their  sacrifice  ever  beckon  us  to  the  true  spirit 
of  service.  ' '  Greater  love  has  no  man  than  this,  that 
a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends. ' }

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REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois: 

Gentlemen  : 

The  past  year  lias  been  one  of  great  stress  and  de- 
mand npon  all  our  forces  at  the  hospital  because  of 
the  world  conflict  and  the  plague  which  visited  our 
land.  Never  before  in  my  experience  here  have  I  seen 
so  many  very  sick  patients  as  after  the  outbreak  of 
the  influenza.  Scores  of  our  doctors  and  nurses  being 
in  war  service,  those  on  duty  were  under  great  strain. 
The  demands  upon  my  time  and  strength  were  propor- 
tionately great.  Yet  has  it  been  possible  to  maintain 
the  Chapel  and  ward  services  about  as  usual. 

The  one  notable  exception,  due  to  curtailment  of  the 
time  devoted  to  the  chapel  service,  has  been  the  prac- 
tical elimination  of  the  Holy  Day  celebrations,  the 
scripture  lessons  and  sermon  talks.  As  these  consti- 
tute a  very  important  part  of  spiritual  and  ethical 
training,  we  shall  rejoice  over  the  return  to  peace  con- 
ditions, and  the  standard  of  chapel  services  which  has 
prevailed  ever  since  the  early  days  of  the  hospital. 
The  part  committed  to  me  by  Dr.  Locke,  in  his  letter 
of  Nov.  2,  1899  notifying  me  of  my  appointment,  I  ac- 
cepted as  a  sacred  trust  and  have  ever  tried  to  be 
faithful  to  it. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  referred  to  the  splendid 
vision  of  this  devoted  priest  and  the  large-hearted 
Churchmen  and  Churchwomen  who  founded  this  noble 
institution  for  a  specific  Christian  work.  That  the 
work  might  be  more  permanently  established,  I  made 
a  plea  for  a  suitable  chapel  building  with  chaplain's 
quarters,  library  and  assembly  room  for  lectures,  enter- 
tainments, receptions  and  the  like.    The  element  of  my 
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own  personal  comfort  or  convenience  does  not  enter 
into  the  plea.  Only  that  I  realize  the  need  of  a  new 
chapel  building  to  comport  with  the  Smith  Memorial 
and  other  buildings  proposed,  and  so  centrally  located 
as  to  be  easily  accessible  to  patients  from  every  part 
of  the  completed  hospital  group.  In  my  estimation  a 
trust  is  about  the  most  sacred  thing  in  the  world.  St. 
Luke's  is  a  trust  committed  to  the  Churchmen  of  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago.  "We  surely  cannot  be  neglectful 
of  it. 

I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  all  doc- 
tors, nurses  and  other  friends  who  have  cooperated 
with  me  in  the  furtherance  of  my  work.  Especially 
commendable  is  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment which  is  a  practical  elaboration  of  an  important 
part  of  the  work  engaging  the  Chaplain's  attention. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  not  only  maintained  the 
chapel  and  ward  services  as  best  I  could,  but  have 
visited  and  administered  to  the  patients  as  usual,  be- 
ing on  call  day  and  night.  I  have  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  in  the  chapel  ninety  eight  times  and  ad- 
ministered communion  to  patients  in  private  forty  six 
times.  I  have  said  Morning  Prayer  in  the  chapel  one 
hundred  and  eight  times  and  the  Litany  seventy  two 
times.  I  have  officiated  at  eight  baptisms,  eight  mar- 
riages, eighteen  burials  and  presented  two  persons  for 
confirmation. 

As  in  past  years,  we  are  under  great  obligations  to 
friends  of  the  hospital  for  books  and  other  printed 
matter  sent  to  the  Chaplain  for  the  use  of  patients.

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RULES 

AS    TO 

ENDOWED    ROOMS   AND   BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate 
the  occupants  of  the  room. 

A  donation  of  $25,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occu- 
pants of  the  room  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be 
understood  to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient 
at  a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms 
are  occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospita! 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good 
bed  or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  sub- 
jects for  such  charity.
